& Workman Cayed On and Killed in a 
Mine in El Dorado County. 


FISHY STORY FROM MARYSYILLE. 


Blood-Horse Races Postponed—Gov­ 
ernor Ferry of W ashington 
Inaugurated Yesterday. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.) 


OREGON EXECUTION. 
Peter Sullivan H anged for the M urder of 
John Broukee. 
Canyon City (Or.), November 18th.— 
Peter Sullivan was hanged here last Friday 
for the murder of John Bronkee. The 
Grant county News, in a special edition, 
says: This afternoon Peter 8ullivan was 
executed, Der sentence passed last September 
by the Judge of the Circuit Court of Gram 
county. The crime for which he was tried 
and convicted was committed in the early 
morning of the first day of last April. 
John Bronkee was killed in his cabin on 
Piue creek, a few miles east of a cabin 
which had been occupied ouly by Bronkee 
and Sullivan. The latter was much the 
stronger man. 
Sullivan, after having committed the 
deed, repaired to a neighbor’s bouse and 
stated that there was a dead Dutchman up 
the creek, and that he had killed him ; 
that Bronkee had made an assault upon 
him, and for self-preservation he had shot 
him. Sullivan then came to town and 
surrendered to the authorities. 
A Coroner’s inquest established the fact 
that the victim had been shot once in the 
center of the back with a Winchester and 
had two other wounds abont the breast and 
side. The evidence w.nt to show that he, 
Bronkee, had been lying on his bed with 
his face to the wall, and probably was 
asleep when shot in the side: therefore, 
at the conclusion of the preliminary elim ­ 
ination before Justice of the Peace N. Ruli- 
son, Sullivan was held without bail to ap­ 
pear before the next Grand Jury which, 
according to the evidence in their hands, 
indicted him for murder in the first de­ 
gree.The rase was tried at the September term 
of the Circuit Court for Grant county, Dis­ 
trict Attorney Rand and M. I). Clifford 
prosecuting. S. L. Denning was appointed 
by the Court to defend the prisoner. 
Insanity was the extenuating effort made 
in behalf of the accused, and the only plea 
for leniency that could have softened just­ 
ice, failed to bear the test, and the jury’s 
verdict was guilty as charged in the indict­ 
ment. Judge Ison pronounced sentence 
that he be hanged November 15th. 
Prior to passiug sentence Sullivan was 
asked if he had anything to say, aud he 
replied that his life was a misery to him ; 
that he preferred to have it over with as 
early as possible. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock on the afternoon 
of the 15th, the prisoner, assisted by Sheriff 
Gray and a deputy, mounted the scaffold. 
When asked if he desired to make any 
statement, his only reply was to “ show re­ 
spect to his body." His limbs were pin­ 
ioned, and the black cap adjusted, and at 
precisely 2:01 the drop was sprung. The 
knot slipped around under the victim's 
chin and horribie contortions of the body 
were discernible for eight minutes. At the 
end of nineteen minutes Drs. Orr and Rec­ 
ord pronounced life extinct, and after 
hanging twenty-eight minutes the rope 
was cat and the body lowered and after­ 
ward buried on the hill without a friendly 
mourner. Sullivan was the second mur­ 
derer executed by the Sheriff of Grant 
county within a period of seven months. 
From the time of his sentence till a few 
days prior to bis execution, Sullivan ap­ 
peared in good spirits, the last of his 
troubles being his approaching doom; but 
his deportment the last two or three days 
of his iife evidenced a troubled conscience 
and a restless spirit. Feeling approaching 
death aud all its uncertainty hi» rest at 
night was broken and his food untasted. 
Rev. Mr. Kads and other religious men 
were called to his side for religious conver­ 
sation and all the bravado which had 
marked his career vanished. 
A short time before the honr of his exe­ 
cution he repented his evil deeds and felt 
himself forgiven; that tor the past three 
years life had been a misery to him and he 
had no rest. He was satisfied with the re­ 
sult of his trial, and preferred hanging to 
life imprisonment. 


SAN FRANCISCO NOTES. 
Loss of the Schooner Gracje II. Richard­ 
son— Other Topics. 
San F rancisco, November 18th.—A dis­ 
patch received at the Merchants’ Exchange 
this afternoon from Stewart’» Point, twenty 
miles this side of Bowen’s Landing, states 
that the schooner Gracie B. Richardson 
went ashore at that place this morning, and 
is a total loss. The crew was saved. The 
vessel was the property of H. A. Richard­ 
son, of this city, and was a new vessel. 
PAID HIS FINE. 
E. B. Kirby, convicted of being one of 
the promoters of the Little Louisiana Lot­ 
tery Compauy of California, was to-day 
fined $250, which he paid.

If the 
Association feels justified, an extra day’s 
racing will be given next Tuesday. 


BOWLING ALONG ON TIM E. 
The F ast Mail and Express is Pro- 
nouneed a Success. 
E lko (Nev.), November 18th.—The first 
limited fast mail on the Union Pacific 
reoched here on time. Notwithstanding 
the extraordinary fast time from Council 
Blnff to Ogden, the run was made without 
difficulty. The tact that this fast time can 
be made is now no ionger a matter of 
doubt, and that it will prove a new era in 
railroading is the opinion of the best rail­ 
road authorities in the country. Thirteen 
tons were placed on board the limited at 
Omaha, and notwithstanding the enor- 
mons amount of mail matter it was thor­ 
oughly werked up and ready for its several 
distributions before Green river was 
reached. 
Salt Lake and Ogden are now able to re­ 
ceive their mail anywhere from eight to 
ten hours earlier, and instead of receiving 
it in the afternoon, as formerly, they will 
now get it in the morning. There is now 
every indication that the train will arrive 
in San Francisco on the designated mo­ 
ment. 


FRESNO NEW S. 
Experience W ith a California Lion—New 
Irrigation District—Etc. 
F resno, November 18th. — Last night 
night Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Smith, residing 
near Kingsburg, were returning home from 
a lectnre at that place, when their horse 
ran away. Both were thrown from the 
vehicle, breaking a rib for Mr. Smith and 
fracturing the collar bone and dislocating 
the shoulder of his wife. 
On Saturday last an irrigation district was 
formed at Selma, under the Wright law, 
embracing a section of Fresno county ly­ 
ing adjacent to and between Selma and 
Kingsburg, and now covered by the Fowler, 
Switch, Centerville, Kingsburg Emigrant 
and Liberty canals. The district will con­ 
tain 200,000 acres, and bonds to the sum of 
$250 000 will be issued. The canals now in 
operation will be purchased aud other 
water rights acquired. 
The people ot this section are jubilant, 
and look upon the inauguration of the 
scheme as the dawning of a bright and 
prosperous future. 
A report has reached Fresno that this 
morning as the children of J. J. Street were 
on the way to school, driving in a buggy, a 


California lion sprang from the brush by 
the roadside upon the back of the horse. 
The horse, thoroughly frightened, plunged 
and bucked uutil he freed himself from 
the presence of the lion, and at the same 
time overturned and smashed the buggy 
badly. 
The children were thrown violently to 
the ground, but escaped serious injury. 
Once freed from the horse, the lion disap­ 
peared in the undergrowth. 
It has been many years since a California 
lion has been seen so far from the mountain 
fastnesses of the Sierras. 
DRUGGED AND ROBBED. 
The Strange Experience of a Young Mau 
Near M arysville. 
M arysville, November 18th.—Last Sat­ 
urday a young man named Charles 
Taif, recently from Rhode Island, was on a 
bridge over Bear river at Berry’s Crossing, 
when he was suddenly confronted by two 
men, who pointed pistols at his head.

W INDOM’S POLICY. 
The rrobahte Position He W ill Take on 
the Silver Question. 
Chicago, November 18th.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says: The 
prime feature of Mr. Windom's silver pol­ 
icy, as it will be set forth in his report to 
Congress, will be to 9top the coinage of sil­ 
ver dollars and to issue certificates against 
silver bullion. 
As subordinate propositions it is un­ 
known whether the Secretary intends to 
recommend the issue of certificates at the 
coinage value of the silver bars or at their 
market value ; whether they are to be re­ 
deemed at the coinage value of the silver; 
whether the uew series of certificates shall 
circulate co-ordinately with the old, or 
whether the latter are to be withdrawn. It 
is barely possible that Mr. Windom’s pian 
of treating silver may embrace the issue of 
silver bullion certificates. This idea is by 
no means a new one, hut the Secretary is 
said to have a somewhat complex though 
novel method of developing it with which 
he wishes to surprise the financial world. 
Some of the less important reasons for 
issuing certificates against the bullion pur­ 
chasers of the Government are that the ex­ 
pense of transportation would be lessened; 
that the expensive recounts of the immense 
number of silver dollars would be avoided; 
that inasmuch as but a small percentage of 
the silver dollars already coined are in act­ 
ual circulation, it is perfectly futile to keep 
on coming them, and that by having the 
silver in bars the Government could more 
readily sell it for manufucturing purposes. 
It is probable, though it cannot be offici­ 
ally confirmed, that Mr. Windom intends 
to recommend a considerable increase in 
the monthly purchases of silver, and to 
satisfy those who fear a future increase of a 
depreciated currency by issuing currency 
on a basis approximating the market value 
of silver, that is to say, a certificate dollar 
shall represent not a silver dollar of 4124 
grains, but a quantity of silver that would 
bring $1 in the market. This would, per­ 
haps he a dollar of between 500 and 000 
grains.

and I am making my way slowly np to the 
boundary. Turner is the first to take a 
steamer up Porcupiue river. It is a regular 
mountainous stream, rising with every 
rain and falling immediately afterward. 
Turner struck it at a low stage and made 
slow progress. 
Fort Yukon is but a name now. There 
is not a stick of one of its houses left. The 
honses of the Hudsou Bay Company have 
been allowed to go to ruin. Moose are 
plentiful and cheap, but the people eat 
anything they can get up here which will 
not poison them. 
“The miners are miserably poor. A 
storekeeper at Forty-Mile Creek had $15,­ 
000 worth of bad debts on his books this 
spring, and still, I am told, that a man who 
comes into his store without a dollar gets 
a3 good treatment as one who has the cash 
to pay for what be gets. He gets his money 
if the miners can make it, and if they 
don’t he loses it. These frontiersmen 
stand together, and help each other through 
thick and tbin. 
“Last year a solitary miner was killed by 
an Indian over at Koejubuk river. He 
was the first one ever touched. A big hand 
of miners traveled nearly 1,000 miles and 
hanged the Indian murderer, losing a 
whole season’s work by their trip.” 
The second letter beuriDg date of August 
21st, among other things, said: ‘We are 
lour or five miles outside of the United 
States line, and are now squatting on hex 
British Mejesty’s possessions. Times have 
been dreadfully hard with the miuers this 
year. It has rained nearly the whole 
spring aud summer in this neighborhood, 
and in consequence the mountain streams 
have become torrents, washing out water- 
wheels, sluice-boxes, etc., and preventing 
the miners from doing anything. 
"Wages are high, $6 per day when you 
work, but they work so little they would 
prefer $50 per month and grub. I don’t 
expect to get any more letters out this year 
nor in the spring. I have no dogs, and 
therefore no way to send them.” 


RIDING FOR LIFE. 
A Ilorse D riven to D eath but the Man 
Succum bs. 
N ew Y ork, November 18th.—-Dr. Nicho­ 
las C. Jobs, one of the wealthiest and best 
known physicians iu Union county, N. J., 
with his friend, George Pudnev, went gun­ 
ning yesterday, and after a good day’s sport 
drove to the house of the Union Gun Club 
at Springfield, where a sad accident oc­ 
curred. 
As the doctor was alighting from the 
buggy his gun, a breech-loader, became en­ 
tangled in the lap-robe. The doctor tried 
to pull the gun away, but the lap robe 
caught around the trigger and when he 
pulled the gun it exploited and shot him in 
the left shoulder and side, in the region of 
the heart, lacerating the parts in a terrible 
manner. 
Knowing there was no hope if he did not 
reach his home, which was nearly three 
miles away, in a short time, he urged his 
friend to drive lor his life, telling him to 
kill the horse, if necessary, to get him 
home alive. 
It was a terrible race. The buggy fairly 
flew along over the stones and through the 
mud. The blood spurted and gurgled 
through the bands which the doctor held 
tightly pressed over the terrible wound. In 
a gasping voice he urged Pudnev to drive 
faster. 
“Faster! Kill the horse!” he exclaimed. 
Pndney laid on the whip with all his 
strength, and the powerful animal length­ 
ened his stride. 
Minute after minute passed, and still the 
house was not in sight. On and on he 
lashed the animal. Two minuter more 
aud the horse, covered with foam from 
head to foot, dashed through the gate 
and the race was over. 
The horse sank exhausted to the ground 
and died. The doctor was taken to his 
room and physicians summoned. They 
decided to amputate his arm. The loss of 
blood and the nervous shock proved too 
much for the unfortunate man, aud he died 
at 9 o'clock without recovering conscious­ 
ness.

Coutlicting and Contradictory Testim ony 
Given in tlie Cronin Case. 
Chicago, November 18th.—In the Cronin 
case to-day Peter Koch testified that Kunze 
made the acquaintence of the Coughlin 
triangle and entered their employment to 
ferret out the authors of the dynamite ex­ 
plosion at Lynch's distillery. Subsequently 
he changed his name because ot trouble 
with another man, who threatened him with 
arrest. 
James Highland testified that he and his 
cousin. Jeremiah, drank two glasses of 
sherry each and took cigars with O’Sullivan 
in a saloon in the neighborhood of Carlson 
cottage on the night of Sunday, May 5th. 
Witness is somewhat taller than Coughlin 
and bis cousin and abont the hight of 
Kunze. This testimony was introduced to 
contradict that of the saloonkeeper, Neham, 
that O’Snllive.n, Coughlin and Kunze drank 
sherry and took cigars in his saloon on the 
night of the murder. 
Ex detective Whalen, who was Dan 
Coughlin's partner, was the next witness. 
He testified to having seen Coughlin abont 
the East Chicago avenue police station 
abont 7:30 o’clock on the night Cronin was 
murdered, and several times thereafter up 
to 10 o’clock, when they parted. 
The fact was brought out on cross-exam­ 
ination that Whalen and O’Snllivan are 
cousins, and that witness’ brother and wife 
keep house for O’Sullivan. 
Sergeant John Stift said that after roll- 
call, about 9 o’clock or 9:30 on the night of 
May 4th, he went outside and met officers 
Whalen and Coughlin. They had a drink, 
and talked over some changes in the de­ 
partment for five or ten minutes, after 
which Stift went away. 
The cross-examination brought out the 
fact that Stift traveled a beat with Whalen 
for many years._____ 
IN THE YUKON COUNTRY. 
An Interesting Description of the Arctio 
Regions. 
St. Louis, November 18th.—Letters re­ 
ceived in this city from John E McGrath, 
one of the chiefs of the Government expe­ 
dition for the survey of Alaska, dated 
August 19th and 21st, states that the part of 
the expedition which he commands had at 
that time navigated the Yukon river farther 
than any steamer ever went before, and 
wiii daring the winter travel through the 
unexplored land. 
McGrath speaks of the miserable poverty 
and filth of the Indian inhabitants. Game 
and fish are T err abundant. It is difficult, 
be said, to believe that one is in an Arctic 
land when yon observe the luxuriant for­ 
ests, green grass, flowers and the warmth 
of day, but dig down ten inches anywhere 
and the ground will be fouDd frozen bard. 
At Mulato they dug twenty-five feet to 
get water and the ground was frozen ail the 
way down. 
In soite of this the weather is warm and 
every man is going around in his shirt­ 
sleeves. Mosqnitoes are plentiful and 
ferocious. We reached Fort Yukon on 
July 2d, and our parties separated. Turner 
and his party went up the Porcupine rive 


Forty l ’assengers Rescued From an Over­ 
turned Burning Car. 
P ittsburg, November 18 h.—An acci­ 
dent tothe Eastern express on the Pennsyl­ 
vania road in the yards in this city this 
evening nearly resulted in terrible holacust. 
As it was a large number of persons were 
injured, one of them family and six others 
seriously. 
The Irain was running about eight miles 
an hour. When near Seventeer th street 
the third car left the rails aud soon turned 
completely over. Almost simultaneously 
with the upsetting a tire broke out at both 
ends and in the center of the car. Forty or 
fifty second-ciass passengers were in the 
car, and the men trampled over the women 
and fought each other in their eagerness to 
escape cremation. 
Fortunately a number of railway em­ 
ployes were close at hand and the flames 
were quickly extinguished. When all the 
passengers were gotten out it was found 
that nearly everyone in the cars had been 
cut or abraised. Joseph Burcker, of Chi­ 
cago, was the only one fatally injured, he 
having bpen pinned to the floor by a hot 
stove, and one of his sides being nearly 
burned to a crisp. Six others—Mr*. Maggie 
McTighe, Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Williams, 
Conductor Hawkins and brakeman Peud- 
ley, of Pittsburg: Robert Lefevre and Fred 
Rice, of Philadelphia: and Louis Hogard, 
of New York, were seriously hurt. 
All the others proceeded on their journey. 
The accident is thought to have beeu caused 
by the spreading of the rails. 


BANKRUPT LAW . 
The President Asked to Recom m end Its 
Passage by Congress. 
W a sh in g to n, November 18th.—President 
Harrison was visited to-day by a commit­ 
tee of the National Convention of Com­ 
mercial Bodies, headed by Colonel Broad- 
head, of Missouri, as Chairman, and ac­ 
companied hv Colonel Torrey, author of 
the Torrey bankrupt bill. 
The committee laid before the President 
a copy of the proceedings of the National 
Convention of representatives of commer­ 
cial bodies, embodying Torrey’s bankrupt 
bill, and urged him to recommend in his 
forthcoming message to Congress the enact­ 
ment by that body of a uniform, equitable 
bankrupt law similar to the form sub­ 
mitted. 
A number of addresses were made, and 
in the discussion which followed the Presi­ 
dent said he had always thought there 
ought to be permanent legislation upon 
the subject of a bankruptcy law, instead of 
the temporary law to simply relieve cer­ 
tain unfortunates who had been affected by 
a panic. He promised the committee he 
would consider the question of recom­ 
mending legislation upon that subject to 
CoDgress. 


THE NEW MEMBERS.

W ashington, November 18th.—The rep­ 
resentatives elect from the new States held 
a meeting at Riggs’iduring the evening, to 
make each others acquaintance and discuss 
various matters of coming interest to them 
all in connection with the approaching ses­ 
sion of Congress. 
Coming into the Union at the same time 
and having similar interests in most re­ 
spects, it is likely that they will work 
together. 
The things especially discussed were the 
questions relating to the public lands, In­ 
dians and mining affairs, and their object 
was to combine so as to secure, if possible, 
such committee assignments as will put 
them in a position to look out especially 
for their interests. 
It may be that they will agree to vote to­ 
gether on the Speakership qnestion. as the 
object of this meeting was to agree upon 
some course by which they may secure the

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A l r e a d y the European press is dis­ 
cussing the possibility of the restoration of 
the Emperor of Brazil. It is unlikely to 
happen. 
It would be now impossible ex­ 
cept by the interference of some foreign 
power, and there are none so much in­ 
terested as to undertake the task. It is 
thought that Germany might be induced 
to demand the restoration of the Empire, 
but on just what grounds she could base 
her right to interfere we are unable to 
discover. The Brazilian revolution was 
unexpected ; it was so sudden as to daze 
the nations of the earth; it was so peace­ 
ful as warn to them that as against the as­ 
sault of a foreign power they might be­ 
come a unit in resistance of interference 
with their right to declare their own form 
of government. Any foreign power under­ 
taking to coerce the Brazilians would have 
to deal w ith them at arm’s length and at 
greatest disadvantage, with all the chances 
against the probability of success. Neither 
the United States of American or England 
would stand idly by and see the right 
wrested from the Brazilians to choose their 
form of government under which they 
prefer to live. 
If Germany, as ally of 
Portugal, should make a demand for the 
restoration of the Emperor, the two En­ 
glish speaking nations would in all likeli­ 
hood intervene so far as to insist that the 
question of restoration should be sub­ 
mitted to a free vote of the people. The 
“ Divine right” has not that recognition 
in this half of the century, that will ex­ 
clude the higher right of the people to de­ 
cide for themselves how they shall be 
governed. It may be that the new Gov­ 
ernment in Brazil has not come to stay, 
but we believe that the Emperor has gone 
to remain away, and that no successor to 
his crown will ever be chosen. 


IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


G e n e r a l B o u l a n g e r has a loving, 
faithful little wife ; a woman from whom 
political ambition has snatched the pleas­ 
ures of home and the comforts of a do­ 
mestic life. 
W ith his rising to grasp 
empty honors, he deserted the little woman 
whose youth he had enjoyed, and against 
whom he had no word of complaint to 
make, and shamelessly consorted with an­ 
other, leaving the mother of his children 
to only heart-aches and sorrow. 
But the 
faithful wife whose handsome face and low 
sweet voice are so well known in Paris, 
refuses to condemn the man who lias so 
grievously wronged her. “It is not for 
me to judge him,” she sometimes says 
when some one accosts her concerning 
him ; “we loved each other once! Some 
day,” she usually adds, “he will need my 
love again. 
I do not wish to be divorced 
from him, because I want to retain the 
right to care for him when all the rest of 
the world forsakes him—when save his 
wife, he has no friend.” And this of the 
man who prates of his love for the homes 
of France and declares his willingness to 
die for the liberties of the people! 


I t is amazing that an Empire should 
have been destroyed and a republic erected 
inside of twenty-four hours, and with so 
little friction that business was not sus­ 
pended for more than a single day. The 
people of Brazil have given us this exam­ 
ple. They accomplished this wonderful 
achievement without destroying a life or a 
dollars’ worth of property. The world’s 
history shows no parallel for this. It is 
no wonder, therefore, that the nations of 
the earth are amazed. It teaches the 
monarchs that their tenure of power in 
this day of enlightenment and individu­ 
ality depends upon the strength of the 
slenderest of threads. They must realize 
that in an age when men read and think 
the task of overthrowing the Government 
of a class is by no means of necessity the 
result of conflicts of arms, or long and 
bloody contention. The example of the 
Brazilians will inspire other people with 
new hopes, and give to the faint-hearted 
and oppressed courage that they have not 
before even dreamed of possessing. The 
Kings and Princes of the Old World may 
well borrow trouble at this time. 


B e c a u s e Dom Pedro accepted two and a 
half millions of dollars, and an annuity from 
the new Brazilian Government, should not 
be construed as a sale of his Imperial seat. 
H e probably saw that the maintenance of 
the Empire was an impossibility; that a 
long and bloody war would only result 
finally in the establishment of a republic, 
and being unwilling to embroil his coun­ 
try in such a war, he retired gracefully 
and accepted what was ofiered him as his 
dne from the State that he has so long and 
well served, and which owes to him so 
much of its prosperity, advancement and 
credit. 


T h e Eastern papers say that the busi­ 
ness barometeis all indicate a change for 
the better very soon.

TOUGH PLACES. 


A S tran ger D ro p s In to a K -S treet D iv e 
a n d is R o b b ed . 
“ Well, w hat do you know to-nigbt?’> 
asked a storm-beaten searcher after news of 
a hnngry-looking policeman last night. 
“Oh, I know a great deal,” replied the 
officer, "th at I’m not going to stop on this 
cold corner and recite to-night. You know 
a m an can’t be a policeman w ithout ob­ 
serving a great m any things.” 
“ But do yon know anything in the way 
of new s?” 
“Yes, I do," said the officer. 
“I know 
that a man named W. J Ellis—a merchant 
traveler, I think—went into the Lafayette 
dive to-day to get a drink, and while one 
fellow in there engaged his attention an­ 
other grabbed his gold watch, broke the 
chain with a sudden jerk, and then skipped 
out the back way, climbed over the fence 
into the alley and got away. 
By the time 
the police were informed of the robbery 
the thief was well hidden.” 
“T hat hack fence and alley business in 
the rear of those K-street dives seems to be 
alm ost an everyday affair,” remarked the 
reporter, as he jotted down the information 
received. 
“ Yes,” said the officer, “and it looks to 
m e as if the whole thing had been ar­ 
ranged with a view to facilitating the es­ 
cape of thieves. The back-yards are sup­ 
plied with means for readily scaling the 
fences, and when a crim e is committed in 
one of these dives at night, it is almost im ­ 
possible to catch the guilty party.” 
Resuming the conversation, the officer 
said: “I'll w arrant you if we were to go 
into that Lafayette dive at this moment, 
we would find at least a hundred men 
there, and that nearly one-half of them 
would be ex-convicts. 
W hy, a decent 
m an's life is in peril if he goes into one of 
those dives and exhibits any money. There 
are creatures among those that assemble in 
that neighborhood nightly, who would 
strangle a m an to death for half a dollar.” 
“ Yes, but why should decent men go 
into them ?” 
“ Well, strangers don’t know any better. 
Take the case of Mr. Eilis yesterday. He 
did not know the character of the place he 
was going into; the outside looked all 
right, he entered, and of course fell among 
thieves.” 
The character of the dives in the locality 
m entioned is well known to the city au­ 
thorities, who not long ago were talking 
about revoking the licenses of such dens of 
crim e. A little revoking in that quarter 
could not begin too early. 


UNION SERVICE. 


A n n u a l M eetin g o f 
th e Y oung 
M en’s 
C h ristian A sso cia tio n . 
The Union Service held at the Congrega­ 
tional Church on Sunday evening was the 
annual meeting of the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association of this city, and in spite cf 
the rainy weather a good-sized audience 
was present.

THE NATIONAL GEANGE DOES A GEEAT 
DEAL OF WOBK.

The National GraDgeyesterday was opened 
in the F ourth Degree, in accordance with 
the order of business. S. T. Coulter, Past 
M aster of the California State Grange, and 
wife were reported present. 
On the call of the roll of States for the 
introduction of business for reference w ith­ 
out debate, the following resolutions were 
presented: 
By Brother W illiam Sims—In relation to 
yotiDg m embers of sister Granges. Referred 
to the Committee on Good of the Order. 
Also, a resolution in relation to the sale of 
farm products. Referred to the Committee 
on Agriculture. 
U nder the head of reports of standing 
committees, Brother J. D. Clardv, Chair­ 
m an of the Committee on Mileage and Per 
Diem, reported for the committee. 
On motion of Brother J. B. Blackford, 
the report was m ad e the Bpecial order for 
2:30 p. m. 
B rother Thom as Mars reported for the 
Committee on Finance, which was adopted. 
The books of the Secretary and Treasurer 
were found correct. The ordinary receipts 
for the year 1889 amounted to $13,998, and 
th e expenditures to $13,763. 
J. M. Hale, Chairm an of the Committee 
on Education, 
reported the 
following, 
w hich was adopted: 
Your Committee on Education, to whom was 
referred certain resolution regarding the Cali­ 
fornia law relating to the publication of text­ 
books, have given the same careful attention 
and recommend the passage of the following 
resolution: 
Resolved, That the California law that pro­ 
vides that all text-books for use in the common 
schools of the State be compiled, printed and 
bound by the state, and furnished to pupils at 
approximate cost, is sound in principle and 
w ell worthy o f the consideration of each State 
GraDge, with the view of its ultimate adoption 
by the respective States. 
B rother Frederick Robie, Chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, read 
the report of the committee, which was 
unanim ously adopted. 
The report, among other things, says: 
“ We rejoice with the representatives of the 
commercial and m ercantile pursuits of a 
common country that a wise statesmanship 
favors a policy whereby a better under­ 
standing of the international relations, re­ 
sources and interests of all the North and 
South American Governments may be ob­ 
tained. 
We rejoice that the distinguished 
representatives of foreign nations which 
have recently visited us find so m nch in 
our material resources to admire, and are 
ready to extend the hand of business 
friendship to every section of the land. 
The large increase of agricultural produc­ 
tions in this country dem and an equal op­ 
portunity for the exportation of the same 
w ith that of our m anufactured articles, and 
we dem and of Congress that every just fa­ 
cility shall be granted for this purpose. ’ 
B rother W. A. Arm strong made a report 
for the Committee on Resolutions in rela­ 
tion to the election of United States Sen­ 
ators by a direct vote of the people, and on 
his request the report was placed on tfie 
order of unfinished business. 
The committee also reported back a reso­ 
lution in favor of the single tax system, 
w hich was adopted. 
The committee further reported the fol­ 
lowing, which was adopted : 
W hf.ekas, The demand lor a covering for cot­ 
ton bales is constantly increasing, the consump­ 
tion at present am ounting in value to upwards 
of $5 UOb.OOO. w hich money is sent out of this 
country lor a foreign-grown article, and believ­ 
ing that jute can be successfully produced, and 
other articles successfully used in this country, 
and this large sum of money retained at home; 
therefore be it 
Resolved, That we, the National Grange, Pa­ 
trons of Husbandry, do petition and pray our 
national Congress to m ake such liberal and spe­ 
cial appropriations as shall encourage and aid 
in the production and manufacture not only 
o f jute, but of straw and all other fibrous ar­ 
ticles that can be used as covering for cotton 
bales, and lor m aking bags and other purposes. 
A. B. Douglas, 8. H. Ellis and Mrs. Eliza­ 
beth Russell were appointed a committee 
to audit and report on the Darden Me­ 
m orial Fund. 
Bro. L. Rhone offered a resolution refer­ 
ring to tbex'hange ot location of subordi­ 
nate Granges, which was referred to the 
Committee on Digest. 
B rother L. Rhone presented a resolution 
asking that the census returns be made to 
show the sizes of farms in the different 
States. Referred to the Committee on Res­ 
olutions. 
U n d er th e head o f u n fin ish ed b u sin ess, 
B roth er J. B . B a iiey reported for th e C om ­ 
m ittee on Good o f th e Order th e follow ing: 
Your committee, to whom was referred the 
following resolution on silver coinage and pa­ 
per m oney, would recommend its adoption: 
W h e r e a s , The contraction of the circulating 
m edium of the United States has depressed the 
priee o f farm products to the great injury oi the 
agricultural classes; therefore 
Resolved, That we favor the free coinage of 
silver, and also favor the m aintenance in circu­ 
lation of the paper money of the United States, 
independent of the natiouai banks, in sufficient 
volum e to prevent any further contraction and 
consequent embarrassment to our prosperity. 
After m uch discussion pro and con the 
resolution was adopted. 


AFTERNOON SESSIO N. 


The Grange reassembled 
a t 2:30 p . m . 
T he W orthy Master appointed Brother 8. 
C. Carr, Overseer pro tem. 
The special order for consideration, the 
report of the Committee on Mileage and 
Pei Diem, was taken up. 
A n am endm ent to increase the per diem 
from $2 25 to $3 was lost. 
The resolution in regard to the surrender 
of charters of suboruinate Granges and 
moving tbeir location, not being considered 
sufficiently explicit, was reconsidered and 
referred to the Committee on Digest. 
Sister Addie S. H ale, of Connecticut, 
Chairman of the Committee on W om an’s 
W ork in the Grange, subm itted and read 
the report lrom her committee, which was 
adopted. 
It was a long report. The total am ount 
expended during the year was $190 12. 
Eleven States reported on the choice of the 
national flower, and the suggestion was 
m ade that each State choose its own flower, 
all to be finally combined in one wreath. 
A large num ber of circulars had been sent 
out during the year to subordinate Granges. 
M any suggestions were made in regard 
to woman's work, v iz: That Patrons aid 
the officers in their duties, look after the 
condition of the Order in their own dis­ 
tricts, call upon the absent, m ake the 
Grange hall homelike, entertain visitors, 
circulate Grange literature, hold open meet­ 
ings and entertainm ents, hold agricultural 
fairs and sustain them by their exhibits; 
also, divide the work into different depart­ 
m ents, co-opetate with all hum anitarian 
societies, 
etc., 
and 
organize 
juvenile 
Granges. It was recommended that the 
sisters inform themselves on the subject of 
legislation, visit schools and take an in­ 
terest in them ; also correspond for Grange 
papers and see that every sister in the 
Grange has something to d o ; emphasize 
the duties of Flora, Pomona and Ceres, 
w ho should stand at the heads of their de­ 
partm ents. 
The thanks of the committee were ex­ 
tended to those who had aided them . The 
report of the comm itttee was adopted and 
2,500 copies ordered printed for distribu­ 
tion bv the committee. 
Brother Ava E. Page, Chairman of the 
Committee on A griculture, ’ad a general 
report of the committee, which was as fol­ 
lows : 
Worthy R oster: Your Committee on Agricult­ 
ure herebv submit the following report: 
The unfortunate condition towards which the 
agriculture of the nation has been tending for 
years, has so developed during the past years as 
to arrest the attention of thinking m en of all 
classes. 
Agriculture vitalizes all industries, 
and therefore compels their thoughtful consid­ 
eration. At no period of the history o f the na­ 
tion has the relative returns o f agriculture, 
w hen compared w ith other industries, been so 
disappointing. 
No capital or labor ol the na­ 
tion is so poorly paid. In 1*70, after deducting 
interest on farms, stock and tools, each man en­ 
gaged on the farm received for the year’s re­ 
turns but $306, from which sum is to be de­ 
ducted cost o f living, tools, fences, repairs and 
a line of special expenses. The sum in 1880 
had 
declined 
to 
*1 8 2, 
while 
since 
this 
latter 
period the returns 
for 
individuals 
engaged in farming have rapidly decreased. 
The per acre receipts of the farm in 1870 
ior onr staple crops was $12 95. while in 1880 
they were but $7 70, and from this low average 
return the decrease ot revenue has continued 
since 18S0. The value of our farms in 1850 was 
83,271,575.420; in 1860, 86.675.015.007; in 1870 itw as 
89.262.803,861: in 18S6 their value was $10,197.096,­ 
776, w hile since 18S0 the value of farms has 
again declined very heavily in | every sec­ 
tion of the country. The number of farms have 
enormously increased. From 1870 to 1880 the 
number engaged in agriculture increased from 
5,922,171 to 7,670,193, w hile the number oi im ­ 
proved acies increased nearly 100,000,000, or £0 
per cent. The increase has gone forward rap­ 
idly Bince 18s0. This vast increase of farms and 
farm population barelv m aintained the total 
value of farms trom 1870 to 1880. The next cen­ 
sus will show little or no advance in the total 
valuation of farms. 
Rural population has not 
on ly fallen off in New England, where farms 


are being abandoned outright, but throughout 
the li'eit, save in the recently populated sec­ 
tions. One State west o f the Mississippi river 
river lost last year imputation in sixty-nine 
counties. 
This decline ot values and labor rats* is net a 
decline pertaining to all industries, but is ltm- ¡ 
ited to agriculture alone, ot all our important 
industries. 
i 
While the returns for men engaged in farm 
ing fell off from 1S70 to IS 0 68 per cent., the d e - 1 
cline oi the wages of those employed in manu- . 
facturing was but 9 per c e n t, and this disparity 
is widening. 
Your committee has not so u g h i; 
these figures for the dark shadows they cast; but ■ 
finding tham, could not in duty turn aside lrom j 
them . They make a deep depression in our ¡ 
agriculture, gloomy and even dark in its signlfi- 1 
canee, if the causes that have brought it about ; 
are permanent In this veuture. 
it can ulti- , 
m aiely end only in a poor and spiritless peas­ 
antry, if the future can l>e judged by the past. 
Confidence in the intelligence, spirit and pow- j 
ers ol our farmers, and the general interests s f 
other industries in the "mother and nurse” of 
all other industries, leads us to expact other re­ 
sults. 
a due and clear recognition of this state 
of facts and of the causes that have lead to 
them , are ot iundametital necessity in deter­ 
m ining the remedy. The low price of land, of 
tree homes, lias led to the erection of farm­ 
houses faster than m ills and factories; to the 
m ultiplication of producers faster than consum­ 
ers. our surplus products and those which de­ 
termine home rates, are necessarily forced upon 
a foreign market. The inherent fertility of our 
terms irom the ages, enable us in its flush to 
sell in these markets, and yet maintain the su­ 
perior farm homes, which we cannot part with. 
With the decline o f tins fertility has come an 
increasing pressure lrom competition for our 
old European markets, from new farms opened 
up to those markets by the penetration of the 
railroad into ¡newly settled countries; into new 
fields in old countries, and by the cheapening to 
a radical degree of ocean transportation, so 
that more distaut regions have been made trib­ 
utary to Europe. Lowir life and fresher fields 
are bidding against us. 
All the world is being brought into a com 
mercial neighborhood in which our farm-life 
is the highest and justly the most costly. 
Again, in fix in g the prices of farm products 
at home by toreign low price standards by the 
sale of our surplus products in open competition 
with the whole world abroad, we are in no wise 
protected, yet are forced to meet the commer­ 
cial and social costs of the highly protected in ­ 
dustries amid which we live. Products of the 
soii constitute three-fourths or more o f all our 
exports, and are therefore the chief basis of ex ­ 
change. Directly and indirectly these values 
are afi'ected by duties 
on importations, and 
change. Directly and indirectly these values 
lie 
‘ 
: 
' 
’ ; — 
" 
w hile exported products are not increased in 
price by duties on Imported articles of which 
farmers are large buyers, there are many such 
articles that compete directly with like articles 
of home production, and so cheapen in the 
hands of farmers what they have to sell. We 
do not raise the question of protection w ith a 
purpose to say that it is wise or unwise, but 
we Bubmit the proposition that protection to 
manufacturing industries, if it must be given at 
the expense of ugriculture, is an unjust tax upon 
that industry, a wrong that requires correction. 
It is but simple justice that importations of soil 
products that compete with our home products 
in our own markets should be subjected to the 
same measures of duties that applies to manu- 
íactured arricies. We insist, ther.lore, that this 
principle o f equity be at once recognized and 
given full effect 
This may be considered by some politics, but 
your committees regard it as no more partisan 
politics than ior the woolen, iron, cotton or 
other manufacturers to resolve upon their own 
interests touching this tariff quastion. 
We see 
only the industry and its misfortune. aDd recall 
that both parties are pledged to tariff reform. 
Watered rail way stock, trustsaad combinations 
of various sorts have had some baleful influence, 
as whatever of eril is involved iu them must be 
most felt by the farmers, as they ara the great 
producing class upon which all interests rest, 
and upon which other interests at last manage 
to shift their burdens. In view of the foregoing 
facts, of the fact that successful agriculture 
measures the success o f all industries and of the 
purposes of the national and representative 
character ot this organization; we respectfully 
call the attention of Congress and of Stale Legis­ 
latures to the pressing needs ol our languishing 
agriculture. 
We respectfully request, and shall expect that 
every means be exhausted to restrain aggre­ 
gated wealth or corporations of any kind trom 
the securing or using of uojust powers, or pow­ 
ers inim ical to the good of the industrial masses. 
We request that encouragement be given to the 
diversification of our farm productions, thereby 
aiding the promising tendency revealed by sta­ 
tistics. of consumption of farm products to over­ 
take production, thus hastening the close of the 
period in which tlifi American farmer is the 
only producer of raw material for export in 
which other nations compete against as for the 
foreign markets. Until consumption of farm 
products overtakes production we see no souud 
national good to be served by efforts of Congress 
to extend the tarm area of the country at na­ 
tional expense in reclaim ing our arid regious 
by irrigation; at least so long as a national pro­ 
tective policy is maintained that enhances the 
cost of iarm purchases without increasing the 
sale value ot farm products. 
We also request our Congressmen, irrespective 
of parties, in ihe revision of the taritf promised 
by both national parties, in this hour c f agri’ 
cultural distress, to make o f paramount import­ 
ance the interest of our agriculture, w hich is 
the interest of all, and now in equity the right 
of the American farmer. In considering the 
general obligations of the Grange, your com ­ 
mittee have borne in mind the three funda­ 
m ental purposes that gave birth to the Order, 
namely: fine formation oi the social and intel­ 
lectual, the commercial and political 
(uot 
partisan! interest of iarmers. 
Modem invention has central zed wealth, in­ 
dustries and population at points of steam trans­ 
portation. The process has stripped rural sec­ 
tions of their former varied industrial inter­ 
ests and varied talent to build up centers of 
population and culture. 
A vacuum has been left in the social and in­ 
tellectual life in the country, that marks one of 
the most unfortunate phases of the influences 
oi the industrial revolution of this age on farm 
life, aDd that alone justifies this organization as 
a m eans of bringing the isolated rural popula­ 
tion together. 
Wherever a Grange exists there 
has been a growth of social and intellectual 
vigor. Social qualities are a marked attribute 
of man, and the opportunity to use and develop 
them is deeply prized. Their non-use robs life 
of much oi its significance, and man of his 
power among men. 
Whatever may be the 
aim of the Grange, its ultimate success must 
largely be grounded in the m ental growth 
and 
activity 
of 
the 
individual 
farmer. 
"He who works w ith the mind governs others-’ 
said an old philosopher, and he w ill continue 
to through all tim e. The Order must hold its 
purpose to encourage social and intellectual 
growth as one of its cardinal aims and seek to 
strengthen this feature of its work. A com m it­ 
tee of the Grange iu each State should keep 
watch over the educational interests ot the 
State with reference to normal schools, and 
especially to its agricultural colleges and exper 
im ent stations, wnich have been subject to 
great abuse in a few States by State Universities 
and interested parties. A national committee 
may well be formed. The commercial interests 
ot the farm, as represented by the Grange, have 
developed a variety of opinions, many holding 
that dealing in needles, pins, coffee and the 
little things of trade is the natiouai work of 
other industrialists, and therefore that this 
field cannot be successfully invaded by those en­ 
gaged in other occupations. Yet it seems that a 
powerful national organization of farmers alone 
can meet the combinations formed forthe selfish 
and unfair promotion of their interest, and that 
these w ill respect only trained and consolidated 
forces. Such an organization w ill have an irre­ 
sistible influence 
locally and nationally in 
holding in abeyance extortionate dealings, for 
the power to throttle aggressive wrong has a 
conservative influence on its movements, and 
without the exercise of power once made m ani­ 
fest. its advantages may be reaped by the very 
virtue of its existence. 
This field should be 
mastered by a prominent committee, whose 
trained experience should be available as a guide 
to our power. 
Politically, land owners have controlled the 
world up to the present ceDtury. Laud was 
formerly massed in the hands of a few, who 
constituted the educated governing class. 
Its 
power could be concentrated. 
The subdivision 
o f land into the hands of the many isolated 
land owners and scattered the power of land. 
This order seeks to unify land once more and 
to regain, not the power of domination, but 
the power to secure equity, against the men and 
educated powers that have arisen through the 
developm ent of science and whose ease of com­ 
bination. through modern concentration 
of 
wealth in cities, admits of ready massing of its 
forces. Farmers wiU find it for their interest to 
unite with the order and thus unify and aug­ 
m ent it* r-owers. 
The Order w ill find it for their interest to dele­ 
gate large powers to its officers, that its sum of 
force may be used as a unit. This power no in ­ 
dustry. however weak, need fear, for the indus­ 
tries áre the ofispring of agriculture, and against 
her children her instincts are not malign. 
We 
believe that no industry does or can seek to 
raise its hands agaiust agriculture, for all are 
lovers of the earth, and all recognize its paternal 
character. 
But industries, like men, are selfish, and the 
press of these organized industries for existence 
and for the prizes, is felt not as a design, but as 
a result by isolated farmers, who stand uot en 
masse but as detached individuals. 
Upon political (not partisan) issues, that is, 
npon national and local issues bearing upon 
farm interests, such as local and national taxa­ 
tion, corporate powers, appointment and elec­ 
tion of officers who have legislative and judicial 
power-, and upon all public issues more directly 
afftcting farmers than other classes, yonr com ­ 
m ittee believe that this Order should give a 
more studied consideration. 
The State and National Grange should have 
especially strong 
committees, to be main­ 
tained for some length of tim e, whose especial 
duty, w hich should be held to be one of 
more than 
ordinary 
moral 
obligation 
to 
the Older, should be to give a statesman's 
study of the relation of State and natiouai ques­ 
tions to agriculture. The national field of agri­ 
culture is too toll to review in the brief report 
expected of this committee. We are i m p r e s s e d 
with the Delief that the intelligence of the 
American farmer w ill be found to keep pace 
w ith the demands that w ill be laid upon him, 
and that the untoward conditions that surround 
our farmers w ill disappear in coming years by 
virtue, however, of this intelligence and united

E io de Janeiro cable says: The fias: of tbe 
new republic has hern adopted. 
Tbe over­ 
throw of the em pire was accomplished 
w ithout tbe sacrifice of a single life, and 
the new Provisional Government is pro^ 
ceeding with its work as methodically and 
peacefully as though it had been in exist­ 
ence years. 
Dorn Pedro was offered $2 500,000 in cash 
and provision for the rest of his life in the 
form of an annual pension of $450,000, to 
1» provided for in the civil list of the new 
republic. 
He prom ptly accepted the offer and came 
to Rio de Janeiro with his family to em­ 
bark for Lisbon. Dorn Pedro and family 
go into perpetual exile, their absence being 
regarded by tbe leaders of the republic 33 
essential to the peace and welfare of the 
new Government. 
T he new flag of the United States of 
Brazil, which takes the place of the impe­ 
rial emblem of the crown and c iflee leaf, is 
composed of green and gold stripes, with a 
blue field on which are em blazined nine­ 
teen stars. It is hoisted everywhere and 
recognized in every province, with the ex- 
c;ptioc of Bahia 
The only violence attempted was the 
cbooting of the Minister of Marine. 
His 
wound was not fatal, and he is now recov­ 
ing. 
Business in Rio was suspended for only 
twenty-four hi.urs, and at: Em pire was de­ 
stroyed and a Republic born alm ost before 
the general public was aware that anything 
unusual was going on. The wroDgs done 
bv tbe M inistry of Dorn Pedro will be 
righted by the new Cabinet, which is com­ 
posed of men who have the confidence of 
the people. 
The leaders in control of the Provisional 
Governm ent are representative Brazilians, 
w ho are known for ¡.neir patriotism and in ­ 
tegrity. Fonseca, the President, is recog­ 
nized’as a brave soldier and an honest citi­ 
zen. 
Barbosa, M inister of Finance, is abie 
and honest, though poor. Bocaguva, the 
M inister of Foreign Affairs, is a journalist 
an ardent Republican, aud a popular leader] 


SO OFFICIAL NEWS. 
W a sh in g to n , November 18th.—Nothing 
has been received at the State Department 
to-day concerning the revolution in Brazil. 
The failure to receive additional inform a­ 
tion leads the D epartm ent officials to think 
the cables have been seized. Among naval 
officers no surprise was expressed at the 
news of the revolution. It is said that 
tw enty years ago there was a general feel­ 
ing that, when Dorn Pedro's reign ended, 
a republican form of government would be 
instituted. 
Lieuteuant Barry, who re­ 
cently returned 
from 
Brazil, says the 
change which has come to pass was openly 
talked of amoDg Brazilians as probable to 
occur. They expected it at any time. To 
people of Brazil, he said, it could not ap­ 
pear to have been sudden. 
A t the M aritime Conference to-day A d­ 
m iral Viel. of Chile, announced that he 
had been requested by Captains Gama and 
M nrich, delegates from Brazil, to say that 
in view of .he present condition of affairs 
in their country, they would not longer sit 
in tbe conference. 
A TELEGRAPHIC CENSOR, 
L ondon, November ISth.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived here this afternoon from Rio Janeiro 
reiterate the statem ent that the proclama­ 
tion of the Republic m et with no opposi­ 
tion. 
The latest intelligence received at 
R io Janeiro indicated that Bahia and Per- 
nambuco¡were in a state of tranquillity. 
People everywhere are so m uch aosorbed 
in the new order of things politically that 
business is at a complete standstill. 
There is said to be considerable m ystery 
at Rio Janeiro in regard to the departure of 
the Emperor and his family. 
It is asserted 
in some quarters that he has not yet left 
the country. 
The British mail steamer 
Atrate, from Montevideo for Southampton, 
is due at Rio to morrow, and some believe 
the Im perial party will take passage on 
that steam er for Europe. Commercial dis­ 
patches are forwarded from Brazil to for­ 
eign countries without scrutiny or delay. 
Ail dispatches, however, relating to the 
political situation or giving any inform a­ 
tion in regard to the new Government have 
to be submitted to a Censor. The result is 
that the only intelligence about the revolu­ 
tion which has reached the outside world, 
except the very meager facts that have got 
through in commercial telegrams in cipher, 
is that which bas the approval ol the Gov­ 
ernm ent Censorship. 
A dispatch has been received at the Bra­ 
zilian Delegation here in London from Dr.

Government, directing the Brazilian M in­ 
istry to notify the London Stock Exchange 
that ail financial engagements entered into 
by the Im perial Governm ent will be faith­ 
fully observed by the Republic.
